than one committee. As a result 
there was naturally much jockey- 
ing for position on the important 
committees, of which the Labor 
Committee was just about the most 
important. 

But Mr. McConnell was appoint- 
ed to the Committee without so 
: much as an aye, yes or no, which 
i shows that he must have done a 
pretty lint- job during his past two 
year-; on the Committee. 
* ♦ * 

Shortly after inspecting the 
modern New House Building 
where Mr. McConncll has a 
two-room suite (with two win- 
dows in the inner office, prov- 
ing his seniority, because of- 
fices connote that status as well 
as Committee positions, and the 
Old House Building whee he 
started out as a Freshman Con- 
gressman more than two years 
ago. we walked underground to 
Congress. A bell rang, making 
the school-like atmosphere even 
more pointed. That signalled 
the opening of Congress, and 
we sat down in the visitor's gal- 
lery, just as Democratic Con- 
gressman Helen Gahagan Dou- 
glas (wife of movie star. Mel- 
v.'n Douglas) was being sworn 
in. 

Soon after that, President 
Truman's budget report was 
brought to Representative Joe 
Martin. It was opened with 
much ceremony and one of the 
clerks began to read it. It was 
very long, very hard to under- 
stand on one hearing and there 
was so much else to see that 
we didn't slay very long, be- 
cause the reading of the report 
was to occupy the rest of the 
House's day. Congressman get 
individual copies so they can 
stud/ it later. 

* * * 

After lunch we took off for the 
Senate but the short session was 
over by the time wc got there at 
about 2 p. m. From there Mr. Mc- 
Conncll helped me fulfill a life-long 
ambition — . e. to ride in one of the 
Senate underground cars — on our 
way to visit Senators Martin and 
Myers. Both Pennsylvania Sena- 
tors had left their offices for the 
day, however, so we had to be con- 
tent with looking in on some of the 
other states' Senators. 

All the while that wc were wend- 
ing our way through the corridors 
of Congress I was asking ques- 
tions and Mr. McCounell oblig- 
ingly went back over his career to 
furnish me with the answer to 
"How did you get to be a politi- 
cian?" 

* * * 

He was born in EddJ'stone, 
Pa., April 16, 1901, the son 
of a Methodist minister. He 
was brought up in a parsonage 
and between the ages of nine 
and 11 he lived in Ardmore, 
while his father, Samuel L. Mc- 
Connell, Sr., was minister at 
the Ardmore Methodist Church- 
In 1919 he graduated from 
Philadelphia's Northeast High 
School and in 1923 from Whar- 
ton School at the University of 
Pennsylvania with a degree in 

Economics and Finance. 

* * * 

After his graduation he went in- 
to the investment business in New 
York and he is now associated with 
Thayer Baker and Company, Phila- 
delphia investment brokers. 

On the political side, he has al- 
ways been interested in community 
affairs and he feels that the only 
"raison d'etre" for the game of poli- 
tics is to achieve community good. 
In fact, at one time during his col- 
lege career he considered going in- 
to social service work. 

In 1929 he and his wife (she was 
Helen Marple of West Philadelphia) 
and his daughter, Shirley, moved to 
259 Trent Rd., Penn Wynne. It 
was at that time that he began to 
do a great deal of community work 
such as organizing the Penn Wynne 
Civic Association and being on the 
Board of Directors of the Penn 
Wynne Fire Company. He did a 
lot of other things, too, including 
spadework for the GOP as a com- 
mitteeman for his district, and then 
he was made chairman of the Low- 



er - Merion - Narberth Republican 
Committee. 

In 1942 he' was elected to the 
Lower Merion Township Com- 
mission as a representative from 
the South Ardmore election dis- 
trict. He had to resign both his 
scat on the Commission and his 
chairmanship of the L.M.-Boro 
GOP Committee a year later 
when he was appointed to the 
House ot Representatives to 
lake the scat left by Bill Dit- 
ler's sudden death. 

His ideas about government 
and politics could be labelled 
progressive with a conservative 
base. When he spoke of the 
new budget he said that "I think 
we should save money in. every- 
way possible. At the same time, 
wc shouldn't forget that social 
reforms arc a necessity and a 
public works program should be 
a part of any government plan." 

When he spoke of his respon- 
sibility on the Labor Committee, 
be said that he felt "There must 
be unions, of course, but they 
should bear equal responsibility 
with management under the 
terms of the Wagner Act. I 
think if the Wagner Act should 
be expanded, not cut. One of 
the items it includes arc ci\il 
liberties lor employers as well 
as for labor leaders." 

* * * 

The thing he said which impress- 
ed nic most was his statement that 
"Coercion on any side never works. 
I think the principal function of any 
government official or body should 
be to see to it that everyone works 
together with as much harmong as 
possible. That means that no one 
person or group can coerce another 
— it is only through mutual under- 
standing of one another's problems 
that domestic or international peace 
can be established. I'm here to bet- 
ter that understanding in my par- 
ticular field." 

There were several other items 
of interest which Mr. McConnell 
told me. For instance, once a mem- 
ber of Congress, always a member 
of Congress— that is to say the privi- 
leges of the dining rooms and floors 
of Congress are always open to a 
former member of either house 
Another thing is that there have 
been no more than ten thousand 
members of Congress since its first 
days in Philadelphia. The final 
thing I found out Friday was that 
our Congressman personally sees 
nearly every piece of mail sent him 
by his constituents. 

* * * 

Any way I look at it, Friday 
was a nice day for which I 
thank Mr. McConnell and his 
staff.

George H- King 
Succumbs After 
Long Illness 

Former Resident 
Of Bryn M awr 

Was A Printer 

Solemn Bequlem mass for 
George H. King, a resident of 
Bryn Mawr for 25 years, was 
celebrated Sunday morning at St. 
Joseph's Church, Washington, B. 
C. 

The mass was sung by Father 
James Farrell and -was interpret- 
ed in sign anguage for Mrs. King 
■who is deaf. 

Mr. King, -who was 50, died 
last Friday at his home, 418 C. 
St., N. E., Washington, after sev- 
eral years' illness. He moved to 
Washington seven years ago 
when he became a monotype op- 
ei-ator for the Government Print- 
ing Office. 

A native of Philadelphia, Mr. 
King moved to Bryn Mawr in 
1915 • after his marriage to the 
former Mary ~E. Golden, of Sar- 
gent Ave., Bryn Mawr.

father was a member of Merion 
Meeting. 

Another of his interests has 
been the Lower Merion Society for 
the Recovery of Stolen Horses 
and the Detection of Horse 
Thieves. He has been a member 
of that organization for 65 years 
and its president for 36. 

Luther waxes eloquent when he 
speaks about the Society. 

"It was started about 118 years 
ago because horses were so val- 
uable in those days that some 
method had to be devised to safe- 
guard them. Actually, when the 
Society was first formed it was 
known as the Lower Merion and 
Haverford Society. But in May 
1853, a resolution was passed 
which divided the membership in- 
to two separate Societies to be 
known as the Haverford and 
Radnor Society and the Lower 
Merion Society. Afterwards most 
of the meetings were held at the 
General Wanye Inn. 

"Food at the banquets consist- 
ed of oysters fixed in many dif- 
ferent ways. Oysters were a 
delicacy on the farms out around 
here and we still have oyster sup- 
pers at our annual banquets," 
Luther continued. 

"The constitution of the Soci- 
ety carries many interesting old 
rules, such as "anyone' who makes 
an unnecessary noise by talking 
or otherwise, shall forfeit and 
pay a fine of 12'/ 2 cents and there 
shall be no smoking of cigars 
during the business time of the 
meetings." 

Actual provisions for the pro- 
tection of horses were many. The 
Society was authorized to offer a 
reward of $30 for the recovery 
of a stolen horse and a further 
reward of $50 for the detection 
and conviction of the thief. A 
man who lost a horse was au- 
thorized to publish a notice to 
that effect six times in any four 
of the newspapers printed in the 
city or county of Philadelphia 
and three times in any two pa- 
pers published in New York or 
Baltimore. He could also have 
100 handbills printed and dis- 
tributed wherever he wished and 
all of that expense, as well as the 
reimbursement for the loss of the 
horse was borne by the Society. 

There are some interesting 
facts and some old Main Line 
names in the early records of the 



Society. For instance, the first 
record of money paid for the re- 
covery of a horse was November 
10, 1855 when $7.00 was paid to 
W. T. Boyd, for advertising for 
a stolen horse. Owners Joshua 
Ashbridge, David Jones and Ne- 
hemiah Evans received nioney for 
losing one horse each between 
1861 and 1868. 

At last year's meeting, held 
November 9, the menu included 
oysters on the half shell, oyster 
stew, scalloped oysters, fried 
oysters, besides chicken salad, 
roast turkey, potatoes, cranberry 
sauce, coffee, rolls, butter and 
condiments. 

Luther Parsons acted as mas- 
ter of ceremonies and at the close 
of the meeting he proposed his 
own toast to the horse: 
Here's to that bunch of sentient 

mews, 
With the heart of a woman, 
The eye of a gazelle, 
The carriage of a gadiator, 
The docility of a slave, 
The proud carriage of a king, 
And the blind obedience of a 

soldier, 
The companion of the desert 

plain, 
That turns the. moist furrow in 

the Spring, 
In order that all the world 
May have an abundant harvest, 
That furnishes the sport of 

kings, 
That with blazing eye and dis- 
tended nostril 
Fearlessly leads the greatest 

generals, 
Through carnage and renown, 
Whose blood forms one of the 

ingredients 
That go to make the ink in 

which all 
History is written, and who in

Another man for whom I built 
carriages was William Wana- 
maker of Merion, who used them 
at the Devon Horse Show. I 
built carriages for John B. Thay- 
er, Samuel Croft, Dr. John 
Lodge, Edward Scull and many 
others." 

Luther married his childhood 
sweetheart, Katie Note, daughter 
of William Note, a carpenter, 
who lived just across the fields 
from the Parsons.

Know Your 
State 

Substantial progress was made 
during 1046 in the County Soil 

Conservation Program authorized 
at the h-3t Session of the General 
Assembly. 

The State's New Soil Conser- 
vation Act, signed by the Gover- 
nor on May 15, 1945, authorized 
the Commissioners of each Coun- 
ty in tjie Commonwealth to estab- 
lish a County Soil Conservation 
District for the improvement of 
agricultural land and the control 
and prevention of erosion. To 
function under this Act, the 
County Commissioners appoint a 
Board of Directors, including one 
of their own number and four 
practical farmers selected from 
nominations made by county-wide 
agricultural associations. This 
Board can conduct soil surveys, 
employ personnel, and carry out 
erosion control measures with the j 
consent of the owners of the 
land. They have the power to 
acquire and dispose of land and 
to purchase necessary equipment. 

The State Soil Conservation 
Commission is authorized to pro- 
vide aid and advice to the County 
Districts and to apportion among 
them any funds allotted from 
State or Federal sources. 

Eight counties — Allegheny, 
Berks, Clinton, Fulton, Jefferson, 
Lehigh, Potter and Tioga have 
already formed Soil Conservation 
Districts under this new law. In 
addition, Clarion County, which 
has been functioning as one of 
the six local Soil Conservation 
Districts — operating under an 
earlier law, has been reorganized 
as a County District. 

Parallel with these promising 
developments for the future of 
Pennsylvania's vital food supply 
are the many erosion control 
demonstrations being conducted 
throughout the State by the 
County Agricultural Agents who 
operate under the direction of the 
Agricultural Extension Service 
of the Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege. 

With the intense interest in all 
forms of conservation shown by 
Governor-elect Jams H. Duff, it 
is to be expected that 1947 will 
be marked by the formation of 
many more County Soil Conser- 
vation Districts throughout the 
agricultural areas of the State.

Set '47 Goal 
For Red Cross 

$2,490,000 Quota Is 
One Million Under 
Last Year 

A goal of $2,490,000 for the 
1947 Red Cross Fund Campaign, 
Southeastern Pennsylania Chap- 
ter, was announced this week by 
Benjamin Rush, Jr., chapter 
chairman. 

The announcement was made 
at the Midday Club. Membership 
of the committee comprises lead- 
ers in the business, professional, 
educational and industrial life of 
Philadelphia and the suburbs. 

At the conclusion of the lunch- 
eon, Rush and the 1947 Fund 
Chairman, Brig. Gen. Brenton G. 
Wallace, received pledges of sup- 
port from the committee, 

General Wallace, who served on 
the staff of the late Lt. Gen. 
George S. Patton, Jr., explained 
that of the $2,490,000, the chap- 
ter would retain $1,450,000 to fi- 
nance the work of its extensive, 
program scheduled throughout its 
five-county area. The chapter's 
contribution to National Red 
Cross activities this year has been 
set at $1,040,000, he said. 

'The chapter's quota, represent- 
ing a decrease of 27 percent or 
nearly $1,000,000 under last 
year's goal of $3,400,000, will be 
used to finance Red Cross pro- 
grams principally in aiding serv- 
icemen." Wallace said. 

"That means," he added, "the 
occupation forces overseas and 
hospitalized G. I.s, veterans and 
their families. In addition, such 
Red Cross services to the civilian 
public as disaster relief, nursing 
activities, first aid and water 
safety, also are budgeted for the 
coming year." 

Wallace said the national Red 
Cross budget for 1947-48 actually 
is $92,000,000. However, he ex- 
plained that the national goal 
will be only $60,000,000, with the 
difference to be supplied from 
reserves resulting from previous- 
ly oversubscribed drives. 

"The Red Cross program this 
year is immeasurably greater in 
scope than it was after the First 
World War." Wallace said. 

"As we get further and further 
away from V-J Day, the glamour 
of aiding our servicemen and vet- 
erans is wearing thin," he went 
on. "But the end of glamour 
roles doesn't spell the end of the 
need to continue this job which 
only Red Cross is so efficiently 
organized to handle." 

Wallace said that "we all knew 
Red Cross was an outstandingly 
successful wartime agency. 
"But." he added, "we must re- 
member also that Red Cross is 
not alone a wartime agency. It 
must continue to make its con- 
tributions to a world now seeking 
to re-establish peace. 

Unfortunately, the world is be- 
set by hunger, sickness and de- 
privation," he said. 'The one vast 
agency throughout the world 
which never must leave the side 
of those who suffer is Red Cross. 

"There must never be a black- 
out on kindness," he said,
